Mr. Cool­ 
idge's spokesman said, and the Mex­ 
ican government has promised 
to 
make immediate adju stment of that 
one ease. 
The administration will 
certify, 
however, the 
spokesman 
declared, 
that this government 
will do what* 
it can to see o ur claims respected.

Field of Wheat Averages 
Forty-four Bushels to Acre 
Another good wheat yield has 
k'-en reported from the 
Glen- 
wood vicinity. Frank J. 
Mu r- 
phy had ■*>! acres 
of a 
soft 
smooth wheat, that made 239 
bu shels, averaging little better 
than 44 bu shels to the acre. The 
wheat was of tin* Fu lhio vari­ 
ety. 


The condition of Ru sh 
cou nty 
'wheat remaining in th? shock, 
du e 
to the continu ed wet weather, 
has 
hern the cau se of wide 
discu ssion, 
particu larly of mrans to avoid 
the 
loss which many farmers are su ffer­ 
ing this year. 
Many ways of overcoming 
the 
losses that invariably resu lt 
when 
continu ed rains make threshing im­ 
possible after the wheat has 
been 
cu t, have been su ggested, inclu ding 
a retu rn to the svstem that? 
was 
u sed bv early Ru sh cou nty farmers 
who stacked tb?iv wheat. It' 
was 
then protected against rain and the 
farmer cou ld thresh 
to su it 
his 
pleasu re. 
This plan is regarded as impract­ 
ical, however, becau se of changed 
conditions. Ru sh cou nty now has an 
average wheat acreage o f # 47,000 
acres, whereas in the olden 
days 
when wheat was stacked instead of 
-hocked, farmers had «a. mu ch small­ 
er average crop and the total acre­ 
age in the cou ntv was mu ch less. 
One 
farmer 
today 
advanced 
smaller threshing rings, as the solu ­ 
tion of the /problem when 
farmers 
ar? confronted with a long wet sea­ 
son du ring threshing. It was pointed 
ou t that 1)wo small threshing rings 
had operated su ccessfu lly in Ru sh 
cou ntv this year and had threshed 
all of the wheat of farmers in 
the 
ring before tin* wet 
weather ¡began. 
There were fou r farmers in 
one 
ring and a few more than this in the 
other one. 
“ The great trou ble is that 
you 
can t get shockers tjo shock wheat 
right any more," said one 
farmer 
this morning. “ Every shock ou ght 
to he capped with two bu ndles, bu t 
you seldom sec more than 
one bu n­ 
dle 011 top of a shock now. The men 
who shock wheat, as n ru le, are al- 
ways in su ch a hu rry to got throu gh 
that thev don ^ tiikc th? 
time 
to 
bu ild a shock like they shou ld. 
"In my boyhood days, the wheat 
was stacked near the bam and 
we 
cou ld thresh it when w*e pleased be­ 
cau se it was not in danger of ro t­ 
ting from too mu ch moistu re. 
Bu t 
that motihod wou ld he 
impractical 
now becau se of the larger 
wheat 
crops that are raised.” 
Sta< king wheat was

task and one that requ ired patience 
and time, many farmers who

The bush was brought to Rnshville 
and is on display in .the county 
agent's office in the court house. 


It is expected that the common 


barberry will be found in five differ- 
ent, localities in the county, in addi- 
tion to thf neighborhood in Orange 
township where a bush was found 
some time ago, 'following the discor 
ery of black stem rust. 
- The complete cooneration of far- 
mers in the search is sought. A few 
years ago the common 'barberry was 
found in two different localities in 
the county and th* Mack stem net 
bad not reappeared %ntil this year.

Rush county now has an 
average wheat acreage of^ 47.000- 
cres^. whereas in .the olden 
days 


when wheat was stacked instead of 
shocked, farmers had a much small- 
er average crop and the total acre- 
age in the county was much less. 


One farmer

smaller threshing rings.as the sola- 
Jon of the^problem when farmers 
ar? confronted with a long wet sea- 
son during threshing. It was pointed' 
out that tiwo small threshing rings 
jad operated successfully in Rush 
conntv this year and had threshed 
all of the wheat of farmers in the 
ring before the 'wet weather began.

ring and a few more than this in the 
other one. . 


"The great trouble is that 
you 


an't' get shockers to shock wheat 
right any more." said one farmer 
this morning. "Every shock ought 
to be capped with two bundles, but 
you seldom see more than one bnn- 
ille on top of a shock now.

factional control, no sooner does a 
roalition cabinet or government un- 
dertake legislative action • than 
it 


topples and falls. 


No nation and no people can grow 


:ind prosper umfcr such conditions 
If there is a lesson for the people 
of the United States in the financial 
and industrial chaos of 
European 


countries, it is that we must avoid 
ilocs and factions and continue to 
•hart our course- through the med- 
lum of two pretty evenly balanced 
parties. This may not promote the 
lemagogiie, but it will promote na- 
ional progress -and prosperity.

On the 21st day of August, 1926, at two o'clock P. M., there shall 


be held at said court house in each said county a mass meeting of the 
members residing in said county, which said meeting shall be called to 
order by a member previously selected by the President of this Asso- 
ciation, the other officers of said meeting to be chosen by the members 
present. 
.At said meeting there shall be selected the names of twice 


as many members to go on the ballot as candidates for delegates as 
said county is entitled to elect. 
The names of these thus selected 


shall at once be certified by the presiding officer at this meeting, and 
the secretary thereof, to the secretary of this Association at Lexington, 
Kentucky.. Said mass meeting shall also name three competent mem- 
bers to hold the election herein provided for and certify theji;, names 
to the secretary of this Association. 


The-election herein provided for'shall be by-ballot, and the ballot 


shall be signed by the member voting same, and any membesi-unable 
t6 attend at the county scat or place of election on election day may| 
vote by sending his ballot by mail, but not otherwise, to the officers" 
of election, provided that said ballot must reach said officer on the day 
of election between the hours of eight A. M. and four P. II., and the 
election officers shall call at the postoiTices in the various county seats 
of places where the elections may be held, for these ballots, between 
the hours as above indicated, and said election officers shall not open 
ballots cast in said election by mail, except between the hours of eight 
A. M. and four P. M. on the day of said election. 


At the conclusion of the election herein, the election officers shall 


immediately count the ballot, publicly announce the result and certify 
same to the President of this Association. 


Ballots for holding said election shall be provided by the secretary 


of this Association and shall be mailed to each member at least ten 
days before September ISth, 1926, and in addition the secretary shall 
mail ballots to the number of at least 20 per cent ten days next before 
September ISth, 1926, the ballots sent to be held by the election 
officers until the day of the election, when one, and one only, shall be 
delivered to each member presenting himself to vote between the hours 
of eight o'clock A. M. and four P. M. 
Only official ballots shall be 


used, and each ballot shall bear the fac-simile signature of the secre- 
tary of the Association, and no ballot shall be cast or counted except 
the official ballot furnished by the secretary. 


When delegates shall have been elected as herein provided for,~ 


they shall meet on the 20th day of September, 1926, at 2 o'clock P. M., 
at the court house of the county seat of said districts which furnished 
the most pounds of tobacco of the 1925 crop to the Association, and 
after organizing by ducting a chairman and secretary, they shall pro- 
ceed at once to select a director for said district; and they shall 
through their said chairman and secretary immediately certify the name 
of such director to the President c'f the Association. 


The ballots, used in the election of delegates shall be carefully and 


safely iVescrvcd by the officers of the election for ten days tKereafter, 
and if no contests have been developed, they shall be destroyed. 


If there be a contest, either as to a delegate or as to the selection 


of a director, the same shall be brought to the attention of the Presi- 
dent of this Association, and he at the-next meeting of the Board of 
Directors, either called or regular, shall bring the matter to their at- 
tention, whereupon said Board shall proceed to try and determine 
said contest under such rules and regulations as it may then provide.
